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ANNOUNCEMENT 


Mostly About “Ransoms” 


In writing this announcement and invitation to our first Shorthorn 
sale, many things come to our mind that we would like to tell our 
many friends in the Shorthorn business. One of the things that has 
stood out in the writer’s short association with Shorthorns and the 
wonderful men, the breeders, owners, herdsmen and fieldmen, is the 
friendship and fellowship of the late Will Johnson. We are reprinting 
a short letter written by him to us in 1944 when my father held his 
dispersion sale. He wrote: 


The Saunders herds at Manilla, Iowa, have been among the 
best in that great Shorthorn State for almost a half century. The 
late Charles Saunders bred Shorthorns that, in type and early ma- 
turity, were “ahead of their time.” He was one of the earliest to 
recognize the trend toward short legs, compact bodies and conse- 
quent early maturity. His cattle exhibited such desirable qual- 
ity and character that, even though they were somewhat different 
from the current type of thirty or forty years ago, judges could 
not turn them down and they won many championships, thereby 
making popular the present type of Shorthorns. 


Charles Saunders’ sons, John R. and Charles, have carried on 
with this type and improved their herds throughout the years, and 
John’s son Ray enlisted in the cause of improvement at an early 
age and has been one of the strongest factors in making this one 
of Ilowa’s foremost herds of Shorthorns. 


The “Cumberland” type has come to be the established type 
among the best breeders in America, and as this herd was the 
first and foremost example of that type, the dispersion of the herd 
presents an unusual opportunity to buy Shorthorns that will per- 
petuate the breed’s greatest assets. 


The herd is to be dispersed, but I cannot believe that the 
Saunders name wili be missing from the list of breeders of the 
future. I feel sure that later, when some economic adjustments 
have been made, that Ray Saunders again will enlist in the cause, 
and I predict that the herd that he will build up will add new 
lustre to the Saunders name. 


WILL JOHNSON of The Shorthorn World. 


I would like one wish, which I know can never be granted “even 
by God’’—that Will Johnson and my grandfather might be present at 
our sale and see unfold at least a part of the picture he foresaw. 
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After the dispersion sale, and when it became apparent that we 
were “Shorthorn men,” we decided to restock Cumberland Stock 
Farm II. After carefully studying the purebred business, we came to 
the conclusion that the men who have made long strides in breeding 
cattle, have practiced line breeding, Mr. Hazlett of Hereford fame, Mr. 
Tolan of the Angus, and a number of the great Shorthorn breeders. 
My grandfather raised his great cattle after the mating of Cumber- 
land’s Last to Cumberland bred females. 


In looking over the Shorthorns and talking with some of the 
best professors at our agricultural colleges, it became clear to me 
that no one line of Shorthorns could stand doubling up as well as the 
blood of the Perth champion Millhills Ransom—a bull that has left 
more good cattle in Canada and the United States than any other, tak- 
ing into consideration of course the fact that he lived only a short 
time. ; 


Our chance to own such a bred bull came at the Iowa Interstate 
Sale, Sioux City, March 8, 1945. We bought Don Hill Ransom 2223308, 
a double great grandson of the great Millhills Ransom. He is not only 
double bred but line bred as well, both his dam and sire being sired by 
Green Grove Ransom. 


We couldn’t pass up this opportunity. We brought him home at 
the top figure of that sale, and started a new Cumberland herd. His 
calves have spoken for him wherever shown. 


We are convinced we are on the right track. We bought another 
Ransom bull, Briardale Corporal, a grandson of O.A.C. Ransom O23, 
from Col. Torrance Beardmore of Mono Mills, Ont. We mated him to 
his half sister and have the line bred bull on the farm now to follow 
on the calves of Don Hill Ransom. 


Those of you who are interested in Shorthorns will do well to 
think a bit about the RANSOMS. They are born “color correctors,”’ 
of the right type, and wherever shown they make friends. 


Our cow herd has been carried along with only the idea of pro- 
duction, never a thought of having them in show condition, so our 
cattle will be offered in breeding condition. 


And now, friends, accept this invitation to our first sale at the 
“Towa Home of the Ransoms.” Visit us sale day, and we will talk 
some more about the Ranrsoms.
